The picture below is an architect’s ren- 
dering of The Courier-News’ proposed $4.5 
million plant facing Route 22 in Bridge- 
water, only 10 miles from the heart of 
downtown Plainfield. 


This plant — with its $1.6 million R. Hoe 
& Co. Lithomatic 60 offset press and com- 
puterized phototypesetting equipment — will 
be production headquarters for the Plain- 
field area’s only major industry that has a 
completely new product every day. 


But The Courier-News isn’t really ‘“‘leav- 


ing”’ Plainfield, the city where it has been 
published since June 2, 1884. 


The Courier-News is shifting its produc- 
tion operations to Bridgewater to make 
possible a brighter, more colorful news- 
paper, a better newspaper for thousands of 
readers in the Plainfields and in 50 other 
towns in Union, Somerset, Middlesex, Hun- 
terdon and Morris counties. 


Major and complete news, advertising 
and business office services still will be 
maintained in Plainfield after the new plant 
is occupied. 

“This move,” says Courier-News Pub- 
lisher Thomas P. Dolan, “‘has been planned 
because of our desire to provide an increas- 
ingly better newspaper for Central New 
Jersey readers. The great measure of 
public confidence we enjoy, indicated by 
circulation growth, has made such expan- 
sion necessary.” 


There are three major reasons for 
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Courier-News expansion: A need for vastly 
expanded production space. A need to mod- 
ernize production methods and _ facilities. 
And a need for streamlined distribution, 
which a major highway printing plant will 
provide. 


The new building, designed and built by 
the Wigton-Abbott Corp. of Plainfield, will 
contain more than 65,000 square feet. The 
present Courier-News printing plant has 
only 28,000 square feet. 


The new building will be nearly 450 feet 
long, four and a half times as long as the 
present Plainfield plant. 


“The Courier-News,’’ says Publisher 
Dolan, ‘‘will be able to provide still more 
news and advertising in a brighter, more 
colorful, more readable package. It will be, 
in short, for all our readers, a better, more 
informative newspaper — the best news- 
paper possible with the best talent and best 
equipment we can find.”

The Plainfield Area is the birthplace of 
public education in the State of New 
Jersey. The first public school in the 
state opened its doors in Plainfield in 
1847. From this pioneering effort, a 
public and private educational com- 
plex has been developed in the Plain- 
field Area that stands second to none 
in its progressive ideas and accom- 
plishments. Each community in the 
area has a carefully tailored educa- 
tional program to meet its individual 
needs, yet all school systems are uni- 
fied in the common goal of providing 
the best and most modern education 
possible. 


An indication of the area’s concern 
for quality public education is re- 
flected by the substantial sums of 
money expended toward that end. In 
the past two years or so, expenditures 
for capital outlays for new construc- 
tion and modernization exceed $30 
million. This is in addition to the $32 
million expended annually for general 
operating purposes. Excellent facili- 
ties, modern equipment and innovative 
programs, backed by the highest of 
teaching standards and salary scales to 
match, attract a demonstrably superior 
and stable faculty to Plainfield Area 
schools. As an example, Plainfield, 


which has the area’s largest school 
system, boasts an average tenure for its 
instructional staff of 13 years. 

The quality of public education in 
the Plainfield Area is superior. It is 
reflected by the fact that an average of 
63 percent of all graduates from area 
high schools go on to higher educa- 
tion.

Pioneering and innovative instruc- 
tion has been the rule rather than the 
exception in Plainfield Area schools. 
The introduction of the Initial Teach- 
ing Alphabet system of reading in 
North Plainfield and Warren Town- 
ship, the elementary students’ expo- 
sure to foreign languages in Watchung 
and Green Brook, new math and mod- 
ern dance programs in North Plain- 
field, a unique ‘‘job-oriented”’ curricu- 
lum for the retarded in Piscataway, 
leadership in implementing courses in 
Afro-American History in Plainfield 
and Piscataway, and the “honors” 
programs in Scotch Plains which offer 
students a fifth year of secondary 
education, are just some of the pro- 
grams that have provided the models 
for many other communities to follow, 

The most recent monument to ed- 
ucational endeavor is currently rising 
in the core city of Plainfield where an 
$8 million high school complex is now 
under construction. Designed to serve 
the dual function of an ultra-modern 
teaching plant and a community cen- 
ter, the complex will contain an air- 
conditioned auditorium to seat 1,500 
and multi-purpose gymnasium which 
will accommodate 2,200 spectators for 
athletic events. 

In addition to the outstanding 
academic programs offered in Plain- 
field Area public schools, each system 
provides its students with the oppor- 
tunity to participate in a wide range of 
intramural and regional athletic activi- 
ties. Football, basketball, baseball, 
track and field events as well as 
swimming, wrestling and golf, are 
among the many competitive programs 
from which students can choose. In 
addition to turning out championship 
athletic teams, the Plainfield Area 
schools lead in the quality of their 
marching bands and orchestras. : Dra- 
matic clubs, choral groups and special 
interest clubs round out a full range of 
extra-curricular activities in the area’s 
schools. 

The Plainfield Area, in addition to 
providing finest quality education for 
its youth, is virtually a mecca of 
opportunity for adults.

Through its years the Plainfield Area 
has established a firm tradition of 
cultural maturity. Its people partici- 
pate enthusiastically in the entire 
range of cultural activities: concerts, 
exhibitions and professional perform- 
ance all find a warm welcome in the 
area. 

Plainfield is home to the oldest 
non-professional symphony orchestra 
in the country, the 60-piece Plainfield 
Symphony. Under professional direc- 
tion, its desks staffed by skilled and 
talented non-professionals from all 
over the Plainfield Area, this instru- 
mental ensemble performs an ambi- 
tious series of concerts ranging in 
repertoire from the standard orchestral 
classics through the new and experi- 
mental genre in music. 

The symphony’s Saturday morning 
series of children’s concerts finds the 
orchestra performing for youngsters 
who sit in wide-eyed attention on the 
floor while the symphony’s conductor 
dissects musical works, explaining the- 
matic relations of musical forms, scor- 
ing and instrumental arrangement. De- 
Bussy’s “Children’s Corner’; Proko- 
fieff’s ‘Peter and the Wolf” and other 
juvenile classics are performed this 
way, but the program enters into more 
sophisticated music as well, whetting 
the youngsters’ appetites and sharpen- 
ing their appreciation of musical art.

The Plainfield Choral Society of 70 
voices is also non-professional, but 
professionally conducted. This racially 
integrated group, drawn from the en- 
tire area, performs a cape//a with piano 
accompaniment and with small instru- 
mental ensembles. It recently per- 
formed Duke Ellington’s religious jazz 
compositions under the composer’s 
direction. It renders regular concerts 
of a broad scope of vocal music 
ranging from popular classics through 
the works of Bach and other Baroque 
composers. The Choral Society has a 
young people’s section, training voices 
for future performance and extending 
Opportunities for participation to the 
area's youth. 

The Choral Society sponsors its 
own chamber ensemble of 35 pieces, 
many of whom are professional per- 
formers. They are sponsors of the 
area's Youth Orchestra, a 60-member 
group, and of a Boys’ Choir. In many 
instances, such as in the rendering of 
Handel's ‘’Messiah’’ at Christmas time, 
and the Bach ‘Mass in B-minor” in the 
spring, professional soloists are en- 
listed to bolster the group’s non-pro- 
fessional ranks. 

The Mendelssohn Glee Club, named 
for the composer, is another of the 
area’s vocal musical entities, giving 
regular, well-attended concerts. Inter- 
est in vocal music ranges throueh -"

forms to the informal, close harmonies 
of a Barbershop Quartet. 

Community Concerts bring the 
luminaries of the concert world into 
the Plainfield Area. At Rutgers, a 
fabulous concert series brings such 
names as Vladmir Horowitz and Jascha 
Heifetz within easy reach of Plainfield. 

The area abounds in artistic inter- 
est. The Plainfield Public Library owns 
three Winslow Homers, as well as 
several other valuable oils. Traveling 
and borrowed exhibits from museums 
in Newark and Trenton bring eclectic 
collections to Plainfield. 

The annual Festival of Arts, spon- 
sored by the Chamber of Commerce, 
brings more than 6,000 individual ex- 
hibits to the area, turning Plainfield 
into a panorama of color. It is a 
selling, prize-awarding show and spec- 
tators come from all over New Jersey 
and beyond to enjoy it. 

With New York’s famous theater 
center ...on and off Broadway ...so 
close at hand, and with cultural re- 
sources of Eastern Penn- 
sylvania—Philadelphia and Bucks 


County, and the abundance of summer 
theater in the area, it seems natural 
that the Plainfield Area should exhibit 
an intense interest in the drama, and 
this is the case. Each community has 
at least one Little Theater group. The 
Parish Players in Plainfield conduct an 
active program of workshop and per- 
formance, mostly in light contem- 
porary comedy. The Center Players at 
the Jewish Community Center prefer a 
deeper dramatic form, producing con- 
temporary classic: Chekhov, O’Neill 
and Shaw. The Fanwood Philathalians, 
a 35-year-old group, present three or 
four plays yearly, and the North 
Plainfield League of the Cultural Arts 
produces musical plays such as their 
recent production of ‘The Bells Are 
Ringing.” The Scotch Plains Players 
also prefer musical fare such as ‘‘South 
Pacific’’ and ‘‘West Side Story.” 

In addition to these fine non-pro- 
fessional groups there is outstanding 
professional theater at the Paper Mill 
Playhouse in Millburn and the St. John 
Terrell musical theater-in-the-round in 
Lambertville, as well as others in 


Bucks County, Pennsylvania. The 
Foothills Playhouse in Middlesex pre- 
sents both amateur and professional 
productions. The famous Garden State 
Arts Center is conveniently located on 
the Garden State Parkway. 

The air-conditioned, acoustically 
engineered auditorium under construc- 
tion as part of the new Plainfield High 
School will have stage facilities suffici- 
ent to accommodate both full-scale 
metropolitan symphony orchestra and 
professional presentation. As a cultural 
center for the community it will be 
second to none, a worthy home for 
the existing and growing cultura! com- 
ponent of the Plainfield Area.

Outstanding 
Library Facilities 


Plainfield’s new public library is total- 
ly outstanding in every way. Its build- 
ing, opened in April 1968, represents 
the forefront of architectural thinking. 
Its collections include an unparallejed 
number and variety of scholarly ma- 
terials and reference volumes for busi- 
ness and industry. Its services, in addi- 
tion to circulation of books, periodi- 
cals, films and phonograph records, go 
well beyond the expected into areas of 
community service that few libraries 
have explored before. 

The building is located on Park 
Avenue near Plainfield’s downtown 
section. Surrounded by a portico on 
three sides, air-conditioned and en- 
closed in tinted glass to provide a 
restful view of landscaping, the build- 
ing houses a collection of 130,000 
volumes, with 9,000 yearly additions. 

In the center of the building is a 
lightly splashing pool and fountain 
built into a sunken patio. On the 
reading levels above, seats are sculp- 
tured and upholstered, arranged 
around low tables. At both sides of the 
library building, private study carrels 
give total quiet and privacy for student 
and scholar. 

On the lower level are shelves con- 
taining periodicals, some of which date 
back to the late 17th Century! ...an 
invaluable aid to scholars and research- 
ers. The living history of America is 
here in day-to-day journals. The very 
spacious children’s room is on the 
lower level, too, with its gaily colored 
decor, story pits and furniture scaled 
down to size. Two full-time children’s 
librarians staff this special service to 
the area’s very young. 

While each of the Plainfield Area 
communities has its own free public 
library, the Plainfield library ranks as 
an Area Reference Library and pro- 
vides services to all. To residents of 
Plainfield, and to those who work in 
the city, the library is free; others pay 
a very nominal charge for use. 

Businessmen make extensive use of 
the library’s subscriptions to 357 peri- 
odicals; of its comprehensive reference 
collections; of its telephone directories 


for every major city in the nation. The 
library houses a complete Patent Of- 
fice Gazette. Volumes which are not 
available at local libraries are requested 
from the Plainfield library. If the 
volume is not at Plainfield it is re- 
quested from the State Library at 
Trenton. 

Telephone information services are 
another extensively used service. Re- 
cently, an amateur painter wanted to 
know the exact coloration of an ob- 
scure oil painting. He had a sketch of 
the painting and wanted to duplicate 
the colors. The State Library wrote to 
the museum in Europe where the 
original was located, and was able to 
give a precise description of color to 
the hobbyist. Similarly, the library's 
Reference Referral Service will tele- 
phone anywhere in the United States 
to answer technical questions beyond 
the scope of its own reference section. 
This service is free to Plainfield citi- 
zens. 

A 220-seat auditorium is used for 
lectures, meetings of cultural groups 
and film showings. Equipped for ste- 
reophonic sound which may, inciden- 
tally, be piped throughout the building 
and to the exterior portico, the audi- 
torium is a focal point of community 
activity. Films are also loaned to any- 
one owning a 16mm sound projector. 
The library’s membership in the Film 
Circuit makes a great variety of films 
available to cardholders, in addition to 
the library’s own collection of films. 
The same is true of color slides and 
filmstrips. 

The library’s music section includes 
a comprehensive collection of choral 
and instrumental scores and _ parts. 
Phonograph records may be borrowed 
for a few cents a day, or they may be 
played on the library’s own stereo- 
phonic record players feeding into 
stereo headsets. 

While the library goes far beyond 
the normal standard for a community 
of Plainfield’s size, it is no more than 
might be expected from a culturally- 
advanced, sophisticated city. High 
School students borrow books at col-

lege level with surprising frequency. 
The music collections; fine, old and 
rare books; reference volumes and 
other esoteric materials are in constant 
use. 

Each of the community librarians 
has a voice in the operation of the 
Plainfield library, and all of the Plain- 
field Area communities share a pride 
in its appearance and utility. Many of 
the smaller libraries are handsome, 
well provided with volumes, periodi- 
cals and other materials. Both Scotch 
Plains Library and the John F. Ken- 
nedy Memorial Library in Piscataway 
are new and well-equipped community 
libraries, important links in the schol- 
arly chain that binds library service in 
the Plainfield Area. Most libraries have 
story hours and orientation and guid- 
ance services of their own. 

Plainfield’s magnificent public |i- 
brary is well-supported, both by public 
monies and by the small change people 
insist on throwing into the pool. This 
“wishing well’’ money is fished out 
and added to the library’s funds. It’s a 
small tribute to the pride and appreci- 
ation Plainfield feels for its unmatched 
library facilities.

Residential construction has grown 
dramatically in the Plainfield Area. 
Yet this burgeoning growth has not 
been helter-skelter and fevered. Build- 
ing has kept good pace with demand;

Its 
tree-lined streets, velvet lawns and 
well-maintained homes of thirty years 
or more, are a comfortable welcome to 
the newcomer. Houses run from 
$45,000 up, including a half-acre lot. 
Sleepy Hollow is not far from the 
Plainfield Country Club, and its prox- 
imity to Muhlenberg Hospital makes it 
a favored residential site for physi- 
cians. 

Scotch Plains, especially the south 
end of that township, offers newer 
executive housing, featuring impres- 
sively large split-levels and Colonials.

These are hillside 
homes, affording breathtaking views of 
the countryside as far afield as New 
York's skyline. Large lots, 1-1/2 acres 
or more, are common. Building styles 
tend toward the modern and con- 
temporary: large ranches, split-levels 
and such. In spite of its country 
atmosphere in the Watchung Moun- 
tains, the communities of Watchung 
and Warren are very close to Plainfield, 
the core city. Prices run a wide gamut 
from $25,000 to $75,000. 

A great variety of moderately 
priced housing is also available on an 
active market. In Piscataway, for ex- 
ample, houses run from $20,000 to 
$30,000. Residents here have the ad- 
vantage of living close to the new 
Rutgers campus, and many faculty 
members from Rutgers have made the 
area their home. 

North and South Plainfield both 
offer homes of excellent value on 
pleasant, tree-studded lots in the

$25,000 to $35,000 range. Green 
Brook and Dunellen, quiet suburban 
towns, offer about the same price 
range or higher. Middlesex has a num- 
ber of small but charming houses at 
lower price levels, down to $18,000. 
These tend to be split levels, small 
ranches and Cape Cod styles, on lots 
with good-sized frontages and depths. 
Young married people like these 
homes and seek them out. They’re 
close to town and schools, and there's 
an active social life that welcomes 
newcomers with hospitality and enthu- 
siasm. 

There are many garden apartments 
in Plainfield, with re-zoning going on 
to permit high-rise construction. In 
addition to providing homes for those 
who prefer a more urban atmosphere, 
these buildings have the added com- 
munity advantage of increasing rata- 
bles. 

North Plainfield has a number of 
charming garden apartment develop- 
ments along Route 22; Piscataway has

Member agencies currently include 
more than 20 health, welfare and 
recreation organizations. Annual cam- 
paigns make possible assumption of an 
equitable share in the agencies’ sup- 
port by all elements of the population. 
These member agencies provide signifi- 
cant direct and indirect services to the 
entire area. 

Services are offered year-round; 
organizations are deeply involved in 
the total community. They try con- 
tinually to adjust their sights and 
objectives to changing needs and to 
emphasize the voluntary approach in 
asking for support. 

Almost every type of social club, 
fraternal, civic and cultural organiza- 
tion is active in the community. There 
are golf clubs, women’s clubs, men’s 
service and civic clubs, veterans’ or- 
ganizations, fraternal and social organ- 
izations, garden clubs, P.T.A.’s, pro- 
fessional associations, sports clubs, 
drama groups, an art association, a 
male glee club, a symphony society 
and a community concert association. 
These diversified organizations offer 
creative recreation and participation 
for area residents whose interests draw 
them to group activities.

Religious Harmony: 


A Modern Expression 
of an Ancient Tradition 


Plainfield is a community founded on 
religiosity, and the quiet, contempla- 
tive Friends’ Meeting House near 
Plainfield’s City Hall on Watchung 
Avenue, attests to the area’s early 
piety. 

An historic, as well as a religious 
shrine, the Meeting House is a touch- 
stone with the past, an I8th Century 
relic still in constant daily use, a lure 
to the historical-minded of all faiths 
and persuasions. 

While the Meeting House is the 
oldest religious structure in the area, it 
is far from the only vintage structure. 
Holy Cross Episcopal Church has 
celebrated its 100th Anniversary. This 
is a very large, beautifully fashioned, 
frame building in North Plainfield, 
housing a nursery school and forming 
a center of community activity as well 
as religious worship in that town. 

Crescent Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in Plainfield is a classic exam- 
ple of Gothic religious architecture, its 
tall, narrow, pointed-arch windows 
and buttressed walls putting one in 
mind of earlier days; its tall, slender 
steeple is a handsome landmark in the

center of Plainfield and is one of the 
many beautiful religious structures 
found throughout the area. 

There are four temples and syna- 
gogues in the area, representing the 
full range of Jewish faith from ortho- 


.dox to reformed. Temple Sholom and 


Temple Beth El, both on Plainfield’s 
7th Street, are outstanding examples 
of religious modernity. 

St. Bartholomew’s in Scotch Plains 
and Sacred Heart in South Plainfield 
are typical of the many Roman Cath- 
olic churches in the area. St. Nicholas 
in Dunellen practices the Byzantine 
rite. 

Every religion, minor and major, is 
well served, as is the community as a 
whole. The area is extraordinarily 
harmonious in matters of religion, and 
religious leadership has led the way 
toward social harmony as well. The 
Ministerial Association is very active 
and encourages lay participation in 
social projects, such as the Urban 
Coalition, which have led to deeper 
understanding and acceptance of other 
people’s creed, color and national ori- 
gins. 

A great deal of the credit for the 
unstrained integration of many of the 
social institutions of the Plainfield 
Area goes to the churches of the area. 
This is a modern expression of a 
tradition that goes back nearly three 
hundred years when the Friends’ Meet- 
ing House was new.

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Parks, Picnics, 
and Parades 


The Plainfield Area offers its residents 
an unusually rewarding, varied pro- 
gram of profitable leisure-time activ- 
ity. Just about every sport, every 
game, every kind of creative spare-time 
fun-thing is handily available. 

Take swimming. The city of Plain- 
field has three municipal pools, largest 
of them a tremendous 75’x42’, ranging 
in depth from 10-1/2’ to 4’. At the 
deep end there are two diving boards. 
The pool is professionally staffed by 
lifeguards; there are outdoor shows, 
sunning areas... . and it’s free to Plain- 
field residents. 

For kids who are learning to swim 
(the city and the YMCA both conduct 
swimming courses) there’s a smaller 
42'x35’ pool, ranging to 4’ in depth. 
And there’s a wading pool with a spray 
fountain for toddlers. The city has two 
75’ above-ground pools also, 36” deep. 

During the hot summer days a gay, 
holiday atmosphere prevails at the city 
pools... fun for everyone. There’s in- 
door swimming at the Y’s and at the 
Jewish Community Center year-round.

Green Brook and Cedar Brook are 
wooded preserves of about 100 acres 
each. In addition to water sports they 
offer softball and baseball, flower gar- 
dens that are nationally famous, picnic 
groves and athletics of all kinds.

The Birth and Development 
of the Plainfield Area 


The retreat of the great glaciers 
formed during the Ice Age left the 
north-central area of New Jersey an 
area of rolling hills and richly wooded 
valleys. The Lenni Lenape Indians 
were the first to enjoy the benefits of 
the area: rich in game, sheltered by the 
shoulders of the Watchung Mountains 
and a short distance from the sea. 

The Lenni Lenape, better known as 
the Delaware, built an important cen- 
tral city in the area and then traced 
their trails in all directions to form the 
first crude transportational network. 
Present-day Woodland Avenue lies 
atop an ancient trail blazed by the 
Indians from the northern part of the 
state to the ocean. Their enjoyment of 
the riches of the coast, an unlimited 
supply of seafood, is attested by the 
shells and fishing artifacts that are still 
found in abundance by week-end 
anthropologists and historians. 

Earliest of the white settlers were 
Scottish trappers and traders arriving 
in the area with a canny eye for profit. 
They founded a trading post in 1655 
and gave much of the area its nominal 
Scottish flavor. The township of 
Scotch Plains is an example of their 
influence. 

The basic settlement, a permanent 
collection of houses and farms, came 
into being in 1680. Thomas Gordon 
was the first permanent settler of 
record. As in many other places in 
New Jersey, it was freedom-seeking 
Quakers who put down the deepest 
roots. In 1692 the Barclay Farm was 
sold to John Laing. Quaker meetings 
in his home were known as_ the 
“Plainfield Meeting of Friends.’’ 

In 1721 a permanent Friends’ 
Meeting House was built to serve this 
sturdy, independent-minded group for 
50 years. Thereupon, a second en- 
larged meeting house was built at what 
is now Watchung Avenue and East 3rd 
Street in Plainfield. This building still

stands in continuing religious use and 
as an historic shrine. 

Early settlement was not rapid, but 
the city of Plainfield and its neighbor- 
ing communities began to take on 
embryonic form and identity in the 
early 18th Century. By the time of the 
American Revolution there was suffici- 
ent population to form several regi- 
ments of militia which participated 
with honor in the War for Indepen- 
dence. George Washington camped in 
Middlesex. The Battle of the Short 
Hills, a series of sharp skirmishes and 
major encounters, took place as a 
running battle involving 15,000 troops 
in the areas now known as South 
Plainfield, Bound Brook, Scotch Plains 
and Piscataway. The result of this 
battle was the confounding of the 
British plan to outflank Washington's 
forces. The British withdrew from 
New Jersey. It was the turning of the 
tide of the Revolution. This event is 
memorialized at the picturesque state 
park and lookout in Green Brook 
known as Washington's Rock. 

After the Revolution, industry and 
transportation began to grow. Saw- 
mills and gristmills made their appear- 
ance along the rivers and streams. 
Felt-mills, some of which had made 
hats for the Continental Army, began 
to rise in economic importance. Dun- 
can Phyfe, whose name is still a 
byword in furniture craftsrnanship, 
had a small factory in Piscataway. 
Scotch Plains was an important stage 
stop for the Swift Sure Stage Line 
running between New York and Phil- 
adelphia. The inn at which 
bone-shaken travelers might rest and 
refresh themselves is still in operation 


as a fine restaurant. 

The railroad chugged and chuffed 
into Plainfield in 1840, initiating a 
change in economic and_ social 
character which is still felt to this day. 
While the iron horse provided an easy 
access to markets, stimulating the 
area’s industry and enhancing its 
growing reputation as a hat center, it 
also made access to New York and 
Philadelphia much easier and swifter. 
The suburban residential character 
which distinguished later Plainfield as 
a residence for wealthy New Yorkers 
... the era of magnificent mansions 
and lush living . . . had begun. The city 
of Plainfield established New Jersey's 
first free public school—a two-room 
building-in 1847. 

With the advent of the Civil War, 
Plainfield became a stop on the 
Underground Railway. Drake House, 
an historic mansion supported by the 
DAR and by the Junior League and 
Garden Clubs of the area, once served 
as George Washington's headquarters. 
It saw later duty as a shelter for 
escaped slaves. 

Growth of the Plainfield Area 
reached dramatic proportions during 
and after the Civil War. The railroad 
had become an increasingly important 
factor. Population grew; the economy 
burgeoned; the area displayed all the 
symptoms of affluence . Farming de- 
clined as manufacturing grew. The 
Industrial Revolution left its indelible 
mark. In 1869 Plainfield became a 
city. By 1883 the telephone came to 
the area with electric lighting and 
power hot on its heels three years 
later. By the turn of the 20th Century 
the present pattern of a large, urban

core city, surrounded by cooperative 
townships and boroughs, was firmly 
established. : 

The industrial advantages of the 
Plainfield Area, its central location and 
fortunate position on the Eastern 
Corridor, became more apparent 
through two World Wars and national 
military struggles. Today, a great net- 
work of national and state highways 
links the Plainfield Area with all of the 
nation and the world. The railroad still 
serves the area, but truck and auto- 
mobile transport has taken a signifi- 
cant place in the movement of goods. 

Historically associated with neigh- 
boring metropolitan centers, both 
socially and economically, the Plain- 
field Area has been a leader in 
civic-mindedness, in social progress 
and justice, and in public education. 
Its growing facilities, public and pri- 
vate, offer a fairer share of opportu- 
nity for everyone than most commun- 
ities. Its industry and commerce thrive 
in a progressive, enlightened atmo- 
sphere. The Plainfield Area looks from 
its honorable past to an ever brighter 
future.

Although the city, townships and 
boroughs of the Plainfield Area are 
united in common causes of economic, 
industrial and social growth, each of 
them retains and preserves its own 
political and governmental form. 

The city of Plainfield, central core 
of the area, is governed under its new 
charter by a strong mayor as the city’s 
chief executive, and by elected coun- 
cilmen serving as a legislature. Imple- 
menting policy and directives of the 
council is a professional City Admin- 
istrator. This unique combination of 
elective and non-elective governmental 
offices gives the city a rare combina- 
tion of responsiveness to the electorate 
plus a continuity of policy. 

Six of the boroughs surrounding 
the central core city: North Plainfield, 
South Plainfield, Fanwood, Dunellen, 
Watchung and Middlesex also have an 
elected Mayor and Councilmanic form 
of government. The townships of 
Scotch Plains, Piscataway, Warren and 
Green Brook elect councilmen to

the honorary title of Mayor. The 
township Mayor carries on his coun- 
cilmanic duties and, in addition, serves 
as spokesman and ceremonial officia- 
tor for the community. 

By necessity, as well as by choice, 
each of these independent political 
entities forms a functioning part of a 
co-operative whole in matters that 
pertain to the welfare and growth of 
the entire area. 

Such matters as zoning, road, rail 
and highway transportation, pollution 
control, industrial betterment and 
similar matters affecting all eleven 


communities find a harmonious single- 
mindedness in legislative and executive 
action, and all enjoy the benefits of 
viable planning onan area basis. Waste- 
ful duplication and governmental 
facilities are brought to bear on prob- 
lems common to all. 

The city of Plainfield is empowered 
by state law to enter into contractual 
agreements with other communities to 
buy and sell services. Benefits to the 
entire area arise from this ability, 
exemplified by the cooperative ar- 
rangements in fire and police protec- 
tion and in sewage disposal among area 
communities.
